It is indeed a Thing extremely to be 
wifh’d, that he Himfelf would have written 
his own Life; becaufe of the peculiar Nature 
of it; and becaufe of thofe hid uncommon 
Myfteries, and noble Expersences contain’d in 
it: That he would have been at the Pains 
to have fat to himfelf; and fuffer’d his own 
curious Hand and Pencil tohave pourtray’d | 
him.

into all thofe Admirable Theories that have

And certainly, unle/s. we build, as -we fay, 


with oné hand, and deftroy with another; ac- 
‘knowledge the Perfection of the Divine Na- 


ture as Canfe, and overthrow it in Effect; 
| we 
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we muft, atleaft, affertin general, ‘and at : 
large, a Switablene/s inthe Works and Provi- 
dence of God to his wnfpeakable Attributes : 
Which whoever doth, in any due Senfe, 
he will not fail, I am confident, of being 
in a pretty forward Difpofition to accord 
withthe more Generous Sentiments of the . 
-Doétor. And what hath been faid here, is 
to raifeus, as much as may be, to right 
Notions, and worthy Apprehenfions as to all 

thefe Matters. ‘ 

The Truth is, the Times we now live in 
are Open’d, as we fee, into much Freer and 
Wobler Speculations (and this in many refpects) 

than thofe that have'heretofore been. Not. 
Only Philofophy hath been improv’d and re- 
feor’d:-(For the Copernican Syftem appears 
to have been the ancient Pythagorick Frame 
or Syftem of the World; nay the Dr. 
ewill tell us the Cabbaliftick and Mofaick it 
rfelf.) But Religion hath been alfo happily 
-reform’d: Both of them deliver’d froma long 
pand fad Night of Iguorance and Corruption 
‘that had fall’n uponthem; though a Thou- 
fand times more tolerable in ove than in 
the other. Butthus, by a more Aufpicious 
Providence, have things of all forts come 
on in -thefe laft Ages; and as there have 
been found out New AmericanW orlds, fo alfo 
NewdatellettualWorlds have been open’dand - 
difcover’d of late amongft us. The Chief 
thing here tobe regretted is, That our beft 
Improvements have made as yet no farther, 
nor more fuccefstul Advances ; and that they 
“have all been no more accompanied it 
“yl arate ede ae oy i Ps amare aS: 
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the Intreafe of true Religion and Piety, than 
we have yet feen them. But Men, like - 
thofe that have been long in the dark, feem 
not able well to bear the Light they are 
in; but turn giddy, dazzled, and light- 
minded with it: Inftead of glorifying their 
Maker, or being thankful, they become vain 
in their Imaginations; and have (under the 
very Beams ofthe Sun it felf) their foolifh 
Heart darkened: Profeffing themfelves wife, 
they (in too great a meafure) become Fools: 
As intheir Arheifm, Deifm, Scepticifm, and 
Libertinifm (to name no more of this fort) 
and in that prevailing courfe of Faataftry 
and Levity, and ¢€which is worfe) of Vice | 
and Immorality, that is fo much feen to a- 
bound amongft us. 

This the Dr. was early fenfible of: And 
therefore, that there might bea turning af- 
ter Righteoufnefs, (as he fpeaks) as well as a 
running after Knowledge, he fet himfelf to 
demonftrate with greatCare the Principles 
both of Natural and Reveal’d Religion ; and 
to recommend unto all at the fame time, 
with the greateft ferioufnefs pcffible, the 
Prattice of Morality and Virtue , or rather, 
of what is juftly call’d the Chriftian or Divine 
Life, And yet, that no one might think 
him to be any ways Superftitious, or but 


_ Narrow-fpirited, even in thefe Days of 


Light and Liberty, he openly eftablifh’d 


- the Wobleft Principles, bothin Philofophy and 


Divinity, that their Hearts could well defire 
Or imagine. (And he wasthe Firft that did 


in fo eminent a manner Efpoufe, and puby 


lickly 
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lickly reprefent.them here in this Nation :) 
Such as he believ’d worthy of God, reafon- 
able in themfelves,, and to have a natural 


Tendency (not in the leaft tocorrupt, but): 


to heighten, and improve in all refpedcts, 
the Soulsof Men; by inflaming them with 
the greateft Honour for the Deity, and for all 
God’s wonderful Ways and Providences in the 
World.

But he took avery fpecial Care to guard 
his Philofophy and free Principles with the 
Duties of Virtue and Piety ; and to make 
them all fubfervient to nothing but the Pur- 


pofes of Wifdom and Gooduefs; that fo all 


Men might attain unto the higheft Truth and 
Righteoufnefs at once. And if all that pre- 
tend to Freedom of Knowledge, would, make 
this their defign, and accordingly to the ut- 
moft of their Power profecute it ; we fhould 
' foon fee a New, and much other Scene of 
things amongft us: Neither would the 
Church be diflurb’d, nor Religion be prejudie’d ; 
But GOD, ofall Perfons, moft exceeding- 


ly Honour’d: And, I will be bold to fay, . 


the AZemory and the Writings of this. his Ser- 
vant efteem’d; Vice Confounded , and the 
Chriftian Inftitution look’d upon, .as it is, the 
moft Adorable Adyftery that. could ever “be 
communicated unto Men. et yaya 

And fure, it is otherwife but an ill ufe 
_ that we make of the Great Advantages. we 
- areunder; when the exlarged Knowledge of 
_ the Works and Glory of God inthe Univerfe,, 


and evenof the Holy Scriptures themfelves, , 


inftead of drawing us fo much ‘nearer to 
Bn him,

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him, or making him hereby to be the more 
known and magnify’d of all, fhall but tend 
to his Difhonour; and the Increafing, not 
leffening the Pride, Wickednefs,- or Infide- 
lity of the World. oa 

This then is the Upfhot of the Doétor’s 
Free Way, whether in Matters of Wature or 
of Revelation. And he feems therefore to 
have been rais’'d up by a Special Providence 
in thefe Days of Freedom, as a Light tothole 
that may be fitted or inclin’d to High 
Speculations ; and a General Guide to all 
that wantit, how they are to mix the Chri- 
ftian and Philofophick Geuius together; and 
make them rightly to accord in one com- 
mon End, viz. the Glory of God, with the 
Higheft both Felicity and Perfection of Man. 
And thefe being Times of greater Liberty 
than Ordinary, it is highly convenient, 
or rather.neceflary, for the Beft and moft 
Pious Perfons, that are alfo Learned and 
Able, to fearch into the Freeft Theories of 
Nature; and not rafhly or unskilfully to 
Condemn any thing that may be Innocent and 
True 3 or that fhall plainly be found to car- 
ty very high Marks of Reafon and -Proba- 


«bility with it ; nay,that tends poffibly to the 


mighty Iuftration of the Divine Attributes ; 
and to the Perfeéting (as hath been faid) 
the Natures of Aen. That thus the Religzs- 
ousand Piows may not be found behind even 
the Higheft pretenders to Reafon and Philo- 
fophy, but be ever’ at hand to dire@ them 
inthe ways of Truth and Soberne/s, and sa 

the 
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‘the making of all Serviceable to the moft 
Sacred Ends and Purpofes of the Gofpel. 
_ Befides, it may be very well conceiv’d, 
that itis not without the Counfel of Provi- * 
dence, that fome Extraordinary Improvements 
fhould thus vifit the World in thefe Laft 
Ages’; as we find very evidently they have 
done, bothin Sciences and Religion. There 
is a certain, though Secret Wifdom, that 
governs the World: And the great Stearer 
of it knows the proper time for every thing 5 
for the Law, and for the Gofpel; for the 
Apoftafy of the Chuch through the Wicked- 
nefs ofChriftians, and for theReformation of the 
- Church 5 forthe Days of Ignorance, and for 
the greater Dawnings of Light and Know- 
ledge, nay, for the Seafons of Si, and thofe ~ 
of Righteoufnefs. And no Man yet knows~ 
the Illuftrious Scene of things which the 
_ Divine Providence may bring upon the Stage 
of this lower World, before the laft AG, 
or Cataftrophe of the Whole. But 1 muft 
not run out toOtdo great an Excurfion. 
In'the mean time, all New things of fuch 
a kind as thefe, areapt to feem ftranger, 
if not dangerous to us, at the firft Sight: 
That whichis ftrange(as the Dr. faith) bav- 
ing foniething of the Face of what is hoftile’; 
’ Whence Hoitis and Peregrinus ‘had once the 
3" Signifieation, as Cicero hath ‘obferv’d.. 
No donbt the Good Fathers of ‘Old time . 
thought they did ‘very well in condemning 
_ and chaftizing the Errour of Virg:livs : Nor 
‘was Galilzo we may be fure, in our mote 
Modern Times, jadg’d by fome'to ‘be -va- 
oe | defervedly 
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defervedly Punifh’d: The ove, for holding 


Autipodes , the other, for holding the Ado-_ 


tion Of the Earth. And many Thoufands 


. again have fuffer’d, in another way,(amongft 
many other things) forthe amazing Idol of ~ 
Tranfubftantiation: And, God knows, in 
_ the very light of the Sun,, and his Eternal 
Truth, to the equal Guilt and Infamy of 


their Adverfaries, blinded and infatuated, do 
at this day fuffer. But this is more than I 
intended in this place. / ; 


What I drive at, is to hint briefly the afto- | 


nifhing Exceffes at fome times, and in va- 


rious Matters, of Prejudice, Prepoffeffion, and 


Superftition : And that even Good Men are 


often carried away with an inordinate Zeal 


of this kind : Which is only faid, to open 
a Door forCandour and Enquiry under fuch 
Novelties; and that. we may judge nothing 


haftily, or condemn it zealoufly, but on 
good Grounds; and unlefs it fhall carry 


along with it very evident Tokens ot Falf- 


- hood or Impiety init felf; left we worhhip 


but over warmly an Idol of our own; and 
fight in the dark, againft what is True 
and Profitable. And [ cannot but be here

might have arrived at true Wifdom, had they 
not thought that they were already arriv’d at 


it. To which let me join this of a Fa-—

that they fhould advance with Noife or Cla- 
mour; but withall due Caution, Afodefty, 
“and Sobriety ; and fo far as the good like- 
‘ing of a Publick Eftablifhment, and the Will 
of our Goverzours fhall allow. This was. 
truly both the Temper and Profeffion of the 
‘Dr. asto thefe Points: And I do declare, 
that itis perfealy my own. And where the 
Church is pleas’d generonfly to indulge any

He hath profefs’d foberly to fome , That

walking abroad after his Studies, his Sallies 
towards Nature would be often nnexpreffibly 
enravifhing, and beyond what he could convey 
zo. others. 

He had fome Skill in Afufick 5 and

with it, hath been at times fo overcoming- 
aly great, thar be hath beep fore’'d to defift: _ 


Fhongh af other times again, after his

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hard Studies, he found himfelf, in an ex- 
traordinary manner, recreated and Compos’d 
by the Sweetne/s and Solemnefs of that Jnftru-

> I fhall conclude this.with a Paflage in his 
Preface to the Atyftery of Godlinefs, pag. 1. 
“ Amongft which {wiz. the Objects of the

«upon my tender Senfes made to me fuch

He may feem properly to have been (and

He liv’d amongft us here in this 
Lower World ; but was, as to his Senfe, truly 
above it: And his Converfation, 1 believe, — 
was, according to the fulleft Mind of the A- 
poltle, ix Heaven. Yet not to the Negle& of 

any Duty upon Earth ; or tothe undue Con- — 
tempt of any thing to be found in this 
Terrestrial Region. He enjoy’d his Maker 
in All the Parts of the Univerfe; and faw 


. the Afarks both of his Counfel and Benignity 
in All. Way he was tranfported, we have 


feen, with Wonder, as well as Pleafure, 
even in the Contemplation of thofe things 
that are here below. And he was fo examour'd, 
as J may fay, with the Wi/dom of God inthe © 
Contrivance Of things; that he hath been 
heard tofay, A good Man could be fometimes 
ready, in kts own private Reflections, to ki/s 
the very Stones. of the Street. Vhe Natural 
World, he was wont to fay, mas mell enough;

amongft many others, in the Fire of Loa- 
don. But for Himfelf; Although I have 
been informed, that he had fome thoughts, 
when Young, of fettling in it, with a Friend 
for an Afiftant 5 yet, 1 make not the leaft 
doubt, Providence allotted to him a more 
proper Station: And he was not, it is plain, 
to he remov‘d from it, by any Worldly Ad- 
vantages whatever. Hemight, as I have 
heard, have been chofen A4affer:.

Jam aflured, in the Senfe I now fpeak of, 
they ought to do fo: Though it may be al- 
fo very well underftood of the Wi/dom and 
Flarmony of the entire Uziverfe; and how 


one Part of it reflects upon, and hath Re- 


ference to another. 

As to what concerns more Particular 
Charities, or the Diftribution of Alms ;he was 
large and conftant in them. It is impoffible 
but fo woble and fincere a Heart mult be 
accompanied with as free and munificent a 
Hand, And fo his own very eminently was 5 
and that, if in Wants, to all forts of Per- 
- fons whatfoever. In Jmitation of the Great 
Lord of All, he was for his Suz fhining 
(yet with proper Diftinctions) univerfally 
upon 4/. And he had left. once the main 
of what he had to he difpos’d of by Will 
after this manner. But to let that pafs, 
They were Confiderable Sums, as well as 
fmaller Parcels, that oftex went from himin 
a way Of Charity. His very Chamver-Door 
was a Aofpital to the Needy. And his Se-

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cret Bounties, through diftant & private Hands, 
J have been alfo told, were very Confiderable, 

And thefe Alms-Deeds of his to poor 
Perfons and Families were but. fuitable 


to the true and Charitable Senfe which 


he had of the Lower People in general; viz. 
That they were (as he called them) the Pil- 
lars of the Earth; and but Drudges for the 
fligher. Such reafon indeed have all the 
Better fort to treat them with a becoming 
Charity and Humanity. Nay, his Kindnefs 
went fo low astothe very Beaffs; Who had 
the leaft (he faid) and worft of it. And he ab- 
horr’d that Cruelty and Stupidity of Temper 
with which over-many are apt to treat the 
Animals of whatfoever kind. 4 

He gave 20/.,.upon a Motion in which I 
was my felfconcern’d, for the Repairing of 
the Church of Elton in Nottinghamfhire , and 
would have given more, had he heard 
of their doing it after the Beft Manner, 

Very Large Gifts and Kindnefles, he fre- 
quently beftow’d upon one or other of his Acs 
guaintance ; as there was Occafion. And he 
obferv’d toa Friend, upon fome Difcourfe - 
that pafs’d ; That he was thought by fome tohave 
a foft Head, but he thank’d God, he had a foft 
Heart: And gave at that time away the Sum | 
of sof. toa Clerzy-Afan’s Widow.

ject. There was one thing (faith that Perfon) 
for which I ever admir'd the Doktor, and that is 
mofe Emphatical iz his Writings, and which 
he found the admirable Effetts of in Himfelf ; 
and once told me, that it was the greateft 
Secret one Friend could communicate to- 
another, viz. a conftant Denial of our felves zz 
indifferent Things confiftent with Health, till the 
Glorious Vittory over Sin is compleated in us. 

You muft pleafe your felf in nothing, he 
hath fometimes faid tome. This he begun 
with in his firft Conflits againft Sin and his 
own Will ; as he hath recorded the Matter in . 
his Book of Poems. See Pfychoz. Cant. 3. 
Stanza §o. with his Notes upon it. And 
however Men may aé& this way themfelves, 
yet they cannot, I think, but very plainly dif- 
cern, the Doétor’s Noble Genius in it 5 with 
the Command he had by it over all his A= 
ctions whatfoever. He was for perfett Li- 
berty, and not for the being Captivated by — 
any mere Cuftom or Propenfion whatever, 

With refpe& to this fame matter, 
though in a larger Senfe, there are feveral 
very Obfervable Paflages in his Letters 
(that have been printed) to the Reverend 
Mr. Flys. He fpeaks in one, ** How that 
“‘ in good .earneft we. are to endéavour 
“ to die to all things of this World, andthe 
<¢ Allurements thereof; and to feek our Sa- 
¢ tisfattion in that One that is above All, 
* and affords more Pleafure than. All the 
“¢ things of this World. But if a Man be 
* not fully Adafer of his Body and Com-

upon as a fort of Centaure, the Upper Part 
af which, viz. the Rational Nature, w# te 
Rule and to guide aright the Lower: That 
ts to fay, the Adan the Beaft, the Rider the 
‘ ‘ Horf{e, 
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Horfe, and the Soul the Body. Which is 
not much unlike unto that of sriffotle 5 That 

the Soul naturally rules the Body, (at leaft ic. 
ought fo to do) as a Mafter his Servant.

And this calls © 
to my remembrance another Sayizg of his, 
which was this 5 That a Man might reel to 
and fro between good Purpofes and Temp-

“© God, and to bear Rule in that Province |

“en to the Counfels: of the Flefh, nor

AS to the ufual Frame of his Conver- 1;, romper, 
fation and Temper, it was highly Serious and ana Connect 
Pleafant at once. He was profoundly Pious 3; /ation, 
and yet without all Sourenefs, Superftition, 
or Melancholy. It was aSerene Thought- 
fulnefs he was generally in: And his Out- 
ward Converfation was, efpecially to his 
‘Friends, and fuchas came to fee him, for 
the moft part exceeding Free and Facetious. 
He was highly Courteous to either Strangers, 
or others, that came at any time to Vifit 
-him; and receiv’d them with all the Libe- 
tality and becoming Decency of his Station 
and Chara@er. They had the Learned and 
Pleafant Entertainments (1 will add Pious too) 
that One fo handfomely ina certain place 
{peaks of, and calls them the clear Witneffes 
of a Benign Nature; an Innocent Confcience, 
and a Satisfied Underftanding. Few or none 
but will give Teftimony to the great Affa- 
bility of his Genius, the eafy Freedom he 
would ufe with them, and, as Occafion was, 
the Kind Advice he would offer to them : 
Though he would not bealfo at fome times, 
as the Matter requir’d, without his Severer 
Counfels and Reproofs. 
~ He’ was obferv’d by one to have an Exact 
Charatter of all his Friends ; and alfo of many 
Great Perfons of Publick Note; And what 
Wit or Candour could adorn them with, 
we | 14 | they

they were fure to have from him. And as it is 
Noted in the Life of that Great Light and Or- 
nament of Venice, Father Paul, that in fpeak- 


ing of Perfons, whenthere wasany thing to be 


taken notice of that wasamifs, he would infert 
ufnally fome thing or other that might take 
off from a‘Fault’s too much appearing in 
its worft drefs:. Soalfo would this Great, 
and no lefs Candid Perfon (fuch was his 
Humanity) generally and remarkably do.

were afraid of -him as a Aelancholy Man ; 
till fome that knew-him, better rectified the 
Miftake, and .affur’d them of his being 
more than ordinarily. Plea/ant, as well as 
Studious and Serious, and that he was indeed, 
in his Way, one of the Averriet Greeks they 
were acquainted with. ier tobi 


His Reficfti-. NAY, the Truth is, He hath even Pub- 
ons on his lickly complain’d of rather the Predomi- 
Mirth, &c. nancy and Excefs of this Humour in him ; 
and ftilesit one of the greateft Infirmities he 
had obfexu'd in. himfelf , but adds feafona- 
bly upon it, That twas a Sign he had ferv’d 
- all this time a good Mafter: And that it was 

not the Deepnefs of Melancholy (as fome Su- 
perficial Souls might be prone to fancy) that 
bad plung’d his Mind into fuch Serious Studies, 
as.the fearching out the right Senfe of in{pir’d 
Vilions aud Prophefies, and the like: But that 
there was fuch a Life and Spirit in him, as 

lov'd the Exercife of Reafon, Wit, and. Di- 

. vine Speculations at once, ; 


Pref. to Para- 
lip. Prophet. 


I have 
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Thave heard him fay, That he could not 
get Melancholy enough: He meant, dive 
deep enough (as{ took it) ito Divine Senfe 
and Meditation. As alfo at other times I 


have heard him pleafantly fpeaking, How | 


he was fainto umpire the matter between his 
Mirth and ‘his Sadder Tempers 5 hear them 


both plead, and then judge the Canfe berween 


_ them. Andhe' hath obferwd, That it was a 
Wonder, how often he had both acquitted 
and Condemn’d himfelf for his Mirth. But 


he faid at laft, That if he mas to begin. the 
World again, he would not converfe fo much 


as be had done nor in [uch a Manner: But 
(faid he) Liberavi Animam meam : Imports 
ing, as ( take it, thus much; F alted upon 
the whole what I thought was Beft, and have 
at leaft difcharged my Confcicnce in it. 
This minds me, by the way, ofa farther 
Paflage of his ina Letter to a Friend ; who 


complaining of the Solitarine/s of a Country 


Life, and that he wanted the Converfe he 
had been accuftom’d to, he return’d, a- 
mongft other things; That too much’ Talk, 
_ Company, | and Books, mere rather the Dif- 
advantage of an Univerfity-Life. But to 
return to my Bufinefs. — - : ; 

. Inhis Expofition of the Book of the Reve- 
lation, Ch. 21. 20. he calls Animum benig- 
num & fubtriftem, (the fomewhat Sad and. 
Benign Spirit) the Beft Temper of Mind in the 
World, and the moft like to our Bleffed Saviour’ss 
And thenenlargeth upon it thus. This 7s 
a great Confervative of the Reverence that zs 
 dueto Holy Perfonages, when Lightnefs and 
Bat .

- Thefe things! lay in thismanner together, | 


that the Reader may from thence make his 


judgment of the whole, that the Character

- The Merry way, l heard him my felf fay- 
ing in his Laft llnefs, was that which he faw 


- mightilytotake;, and fo he us’d it the more. 


Yet he hinted at the fame time fome Diffa- 
tisfaftion.as to himfelf inthe Ufe of it. But 
to leave this with the Wife and. Virtuous,

He hath faid in general of Himfelf, That

. there was fomething Better than {ndignation. 
And. when fome Reafons were offer’d, that 

~ fuch and fuch AéGs in fuch and fuch Circum- 
ftances, are, and ought to be, in all, the E- 
ternal Objects of -dxger and Difgnft; He 
reply’d, De Guftibus soa eft difputandum 
(there is no. Difputing concerning Tajts) 
and that though thefe mention’d were good, — 
yet the: other State was better when attain’d.

And methinks that Em- 
blematical Reprefentaticn of our Alma Alater 
Cantabrigia, our equally both izdulgent and 
venown a Mother the Univerfity of Cambridge, 
with her Arms ftretch’d out, and Breafts 
flowing, holding the Suzin one Hand, and | 
the Sacred Celeftial Cup in another; with | 
this AZotto round, Hine Lucem & Pocula Sa- 
cra, (From hence iffue Light, and the Sacred 
Draughts of Wifdom and Knowledge) {upport- 
ed on both Sides with the Angels, as it 
were, of Philofophy and Religion ; 1 fay, this .

He would fometimes fay, That it had - 
been more his Endeavour to find out what was 
True i it felf, than to {earch what. Others 
had [aid before him. And having-found out 
what he thought to be True and Ufeful, them 
was he wont (as he would facetioufly add) 
to look abroad for God-Fathers, that might — 
anfwer for, and Patronize it. Which yet 
he did out of no Pride, or Difrefpect to 
Others; but to enioy by it the more im-

His deep Thoughtfulnefs did not take him 
off from all that due Care that was any 
way requifite for the Difcharge of fo great 
a Truft. He had Some of very Great Qua- 
lity that were put into his.Hands. And I 
have feen by Various Letters that have 


- pafs’d (as particularly between the Lord 
Radnor and himfelf) as well the Diligence 


as Fidelity, that in all refpe&ts he was 
wont to ufe in this Affair. And avery =o

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ber Perfon, and gquondam Pupil of his, told 
me, what Pains he would take with thofe 
under him; and amongft Other things, 
what Excellent LeGtures he would deliver

in his Chamber. And _ thefe things, with 
the like, have alfo more than once been con- 
firm’d to me from Others. 

He had one Heroine Pupil, as I may call 
her at a diftance, of an extraordinary Na-~ 
ture; the Lady Vifcountefs Conmay, whom . 
he. always mentions with a Particular Re- 
fpe&. She was Sifter to Sir. Fobn Finch, 
fome time the Embaffadour from _ this 
Crown at the Ottoman Port; an Early Px- 
pil of the Doétor’s himfelf ; and one alfo 
that was of equal both Hozour and Accom- 
plifhments; and who always retain’d a very 
High Veneration for the Perfon and Writings 
of the. Dottor, He lies interr’d, . with his 
great Friend, and noted Companion, Sir 
Thomas Bains, another Pupil of the Doétor’s, 
in the Chapel of Chrift’s College in Cam- 
bridge ,; and the Infcription upon the Afonu- 
ment that ferves forBoth of them was written 
by their Tutor.

counts, an extraordinary Value and Re- 


f{pe& for the Dottor: Ihave feen abun-~ 


dance of Letters, that are Teffimontes of it. 
(And fo alfo not a few from my Lord 
himfelf, expreflive of the greateft Kindnefs 
and Efteem: And he profefleth in One to 
keep every thing of the Doéfor’s with as 
much Reverence as if it was Socrates his.) 
_Andas fhe always wrote a very Clear Style ; 
fo would fhe argue fometimes, or put to 
him the Deepeft and Nobleft Queries ima- 
ginable. | 

This Incomparable Perfon (as he was wont 
to call her) had the Misfortune to be ex~ 
ercis’'d, from her very Youth, with great 
Pains and Difordersin her Head. Few have 
been afflicted in fo Severe and Durable a 
manner asher felf was: Which yet She 
bore with admirable Chriftian Patience and 
Piety.

‘Aind he hath 
not, been perhaps. a Small Inftrument, in — 
clearing up’many Perfons of thar Seft into — 
a more explicit Profeffion, as to fome Main 
Points of our Common Chriftianity, than 
otherwife might have been: Such as the 
Divine Providence hath of late made new 
and extraordinary Attempts for the a-

It may be thought by many Strangé, That 
fo Wife a Perfon, and fucha great Friend 
and Admirer of the Doétor, as this Lady

cerftand how it was refented by the 


Doftor ; and what he did to preferve her’

For the First Particular; I cannot but 
think what I intimated to be true; That

And She particularly takes notice 
of the Preffuresand Sufferings they had lain 
under, both Bodily and Others; and how 
that She mas much refref'd by the Accounts of 
their Trials and Confolations : -And that they 
mere fitted, from the fundry and heavy Exer- 
cifes that themfelves had experimented, and 
their Patience and Supports under them, to 
adminifter Comfort to Others in great Di- 
firefs.. And then it is to be Confider’d, 
that She had the Beft and the Chiefeft of 
them Occafionally to converfe with her. 
(Such as R. B. W. P..G. K. &c.) The 
late Baron Van Helmont, Who for her 
Health fake, (being a Skilful Phyfician) 
liv’d long in her Family, was a Frequen- 
ter of the Quakers Meetings: With refpeé& 
to whom the Doétor hath been particular- 
ly heard to fay, That he knew as little of 
bimfelf truly and really, a one that had ne- 
ver feen him in hw Life. But ’tis not my 
Bufinefs to infift on thefe things. I hall 
only add, that She took the bes#, and not 
the worst Of what fhe found in this People:

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As fhe tells the Dottor further in the Let- 
ter, That fhe never was in Love with the 
Name of a Quaker, zor with their Rutticity ;

him once, how he did; as thinking, by fome 
Appearances, he had not been well,when he pro- 
fefs’d afterwards to another, That he was 
at that very time full of inward Light and 
oy.” fei. 
; Few, I believe, were of a Chearfuller Spirit 
than himfelf: None of a more deep Felicity 
and Enjoyment. And he was fo far from 
any Sournefs in Temper or Religion, that 
he hath noted: it as a fort of ALaxime of his 
own in thefe Words; For believe it, there 
is nothing more Civil, nothing more Humane, 
nothing more gentle and governable, than a 
Mature and well-grown Chriftian. J con- 
fefs, I think alfo, there are no Perfons in- . 
the World have fuch-a Right to be Chearful 
as the Virtuous and Piows and it is but-a 
jolt Fruit of fo Excellent and Harmonious 
a Difpofition, as well as a worthy Recom- 
_mendation of Piety unto Others. And thus 
the Dotfor himfelf, with all his foregoing 
Allays that we have heard, obferves in a- 
nother Place thus; “¢ Afirth and Chearful.

Account of his Death and Las Tinefs.:of ba Laft 

WhichI fhall do. chiefly from one that was Sicknefs and 

a faithful Attender on him in it; and Death, 

who,-as he ever honour’d him witha very 

Particular Honour, fo did he fiznally thew 

if upon this Occafion.. A very Great Per- 

fon inour Church, and no lefs Friend to 

the Dottor, was pleas’d to fay; That he 

never obferv’d a greater Inftance of Friend- 

foip in any Perfon, than in chi Party at that 

Time. And tomy. Knowledge it was very ; 

Extraordinary; and no lefs Grateful and 

Serviceable to his Dear Friend the Dofor : 

Whe would feveral times tell him , That be 

més a mighty Cordial and Refrefhment to

him. 
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him. Tomy felf he exprefs’d how greatly 
he was oblig’d to him for his Company; and 
that he fhould not have known what almoft to 
have done without him. From this Worthy 
and Reverend Perfon, my Honoured Friend 
Dr: Fohn Davies, it is( 1 fay) mainly, that 
I fhall with all Faithfulnefs give the Read- 
er an Account of that Cloud and Weak-_ 
nefs, which after fome time carried off the 
Dottor from this to A Better Life. 

He enjoy’d in/ the general (though 
Cheequer’d with’ fome Illnefles, and what 
he call’d, I reynember, once a Valetudina- 
rian State) an dvcellent Habit both of Bo- 
dy and of Mind; as may fufficiently be 
collected (amongft other things) from the 


’ Nature and Frequencyof his Writings. But 


for fome time before his Laft Sicknefs, he 
found himfelf to be often pretty much out 
of Order; and had particularly many times 


_ every 3d or 4th Turn an intermitting 


Pulfe; and once_for Six Hours together 
(though he feem’d otherwife to be well, 
and went into the Hall) no Pulfe at all. 
He was taken one Night after Supper very 
Til in the Fellows Room, and fwooned a- 
way : He complained afterwards, That his 
Diftemper was Wind, but he hoped it would 
not carry him away in a Storm. This was about — 
a Year before he died. And the Summer 
before this, for-many Nights together, he 
felt himfelf in a perfe& Fever: But it go- 
ing off again after a few Hours, and he 
fleeping well the reft of the Night, and 
finding himfelf at Eafe, and fit for Study 


In 
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in the Morning, with an Appetite for his 
Meat, Dinner and Supper, he took no far- 
ther Notice of it. | 

But it had been much Alappzer in all Pro- 
bability (1 fay not for himfelf, but for the 
Church and Publick) if he had given fome 
more heed to thefe Friendly Jrems of Na- 
ture. But immoderate Studies paft (not to 
fay, and prefent too) the Breakings and 
Weaknefles of Age, with fome Trouble in 
Affairs more than Ordinary from without 
(which yet could never, 1 am perfwaded, 
have made that Impreflion upon his Mind 
at any other Seafon) meeting all together 
with an aétual Indifpofition, drew him at 
length into a fort of Sadnefs and Deficiency 
of Spirits: Infomuch that my Friend wri- 
‘ting to me about that time, gave me this 
Account. He feems to labour under a Divine 
Melancholy ; from whence notwithftanding he 
_ promifethto himfelf avery great Advantage in 
the End. And in that fame Letter again, 
fpeaking of the Decays of: Strength he was 
under, he adds this upon it: Bur bis Mind 
is Vigorous within, and breaths, beyond what I 
can éxpre[s, after GOD and Virtue. 

This wasin November before his Death: 
And much to the fame purpofe was that 
which he wrote the-Month following, Our 
moft Excellent Friend is frill held in a Doubtful 


State, as tothe Recovery of bi Health: But he 


afpires, with an incredible Ardour of. Mind, af- 
ter that which w# Beft. Anda while after he 
was pleas’d to fend me the enfuing Relation ; 
‘That he bad been ler Blood, and feenrd after 1 
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much better than before 3 yet it had a great deal 
of black Melancholy ia it, though other Parts of 


qt were very Florid and Sanguine: That though 
before the Writing of this Letter, at bis fitting 


down to Dinner, he look’d difpirited, yet tt was 


_ alfo with an Appearance of approaching Health 3 


but before he had dined, and after Dinner, I ne- 


ver faw (faith he) more vigorous Emanations 4 


from bim, nor the Air of his Fate Stronger ar 
Chear fuller. . 

Yet after all this promifing Appearance, 
the Sun began foon to. be clouded afrefh ; 
and the dark fullen Vapours, asglad to take 
him at fo great an Advantage, to. be multi- 
piied upon him ; till weary with ftruggling, 
this envelop’d Star yielded at length to their 
Force and Power; and was carried away 
by them from its State here into another 
Region; yet inthis Cafe not to lofe, but to 
increafe (as | faid) his Luffre in that New 
World. | 

As his Bady had been out of Tune, for 
fome time, fo had his Mind ina fort, before

_ his great Illnefs ; I fpeak as to that deep and 


Plaftick fenfe (to ufe his own term) he had 
been under ufually in Divine Matters: Infoe 
much that he complained onacertain time 
to his Friend, That be had for along Seafon 
been in a good aWay as he could almoft wifh 5 
but he knew not, bow be came to be whimm’d 
off from it (as his Expreffion was). And he 
noted again afterwards, howthe Plaftick went 
one way, aud his Intellective another.

He took 
notice once, looking on his Hands, That his 
Body (as he exprefs’d it) was ftrangely run 
out. His meaning, I-conceive, was, Things 
‘were not fo Compa& and Spiritous in it as 
they had formerly been. | 

Even this Wonderful Man (faith my Friend 
to me, in another of his Letters) repents him 
of feveral things that are paft ; and complains, 
that he hath nat been in all things fo clofely 
united to the Will of God, wa Faithful and 
Perfect Servant of Chrift ought to be. And 


he faid to him another time ; That Repen- . 


tance wa a fweet thing. And yet it is 
certainly True, what he fpoke to this fame 
-Perfon many Years before, as we. have a- 
bove remark’d ; That he did not remember of 
a longtime, that he had done any thing that 
was really Evil. In all which, if rightly un- 
derftood, there is nothing, asI conceive, 
either of vain Boaft or of Contradi@ion: 
And there may be a Difference between the 
not doing things truly Sinful, and the not 
doing all the Good that was. poflible 3 or 
that might tend to a greater Perfection.

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He was twice (as I take it) after that firft 
time let Blood again; arid then there ap- 
pear’d nothing of that black Melancholy in 
it: But yet ftill it avail’?d not to a Re- 
covery. 

In Fune 1 my felf faw him; and twice 
waited on him. He was the firf time 
much indifpos’d 5 as much almoft, my 
Friend told me, as he had feen him any 
time of his Illnefs. Weaker indeed he 
was afterwards; but little more difor- 
der’d. The Calamity (he was pleas’d to tell 
me) of hw Condition had been exceeding great 5 
that for many Weeks together he had liv'd al- 
molt aperpetual Pervigilium (with little or no 
Sleep at all) So that it was a Wonder, and the 
great Mercy of God to him, that he had not 
been perfettly Diftraited. Yet that.Day he — 
walked abroad; and Prudent, Pious, and 


even Pleafant things would come from him. 


He had a Melancholy, and fome unruly 
Ferment of Nature about him, It was his 
ownRefledion more than once to his Friend; 
That his Body was out of Order but that a 
to bis Mind, it was in its right Frame, and. 
fix’d on God. He faid, He thought he fhould 
have dyed Laughing, but was fenfible now 


how much the Scene was chang’d with 


him; and repeated twice (as I remember) 
That he was as a Fifh out of its Element, and 
that lay tumbling in the Duft of the Street. 
And at another time he faid, That he was but 
the Remains of an Ordinary Man.

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He was very Senfible of the State he was 
in; and the Occafion it might give the 
World to difcourfe; and that fome poffibly 
might be prone to make an ill Ufe of it to 
the Prejudice of his Writmgs: But then he 


pleafantly obferv’d upon it this; That he | 


had read of a Perfon, an excellent Mathema- 
tician, that at laft came todoat 5 but none 
(faith he) will fay, thar any of his former De- 
monftrations were ever the worfe for all thar. 
Than which I know not what could have 
been faid more folidly or ingenioufly by any 
Periobna. << ~; aaa 4s 

The fecond time I faw him, he was in an 
extraordinary Calm and Eafy temper. I 
was exprefling my Hopes to fee him per- 
fettly recover’d. Hereplied, That GOD 
alone knew that; to whom, through our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, he entirely refign’d al 
that concern’d him; aud thar there was his 
Anchorage, and his Reft: Not doubting of 
the Rewuffion of all his Sins, through him 
that had dyed on the Crofs for them. To 
which he added, That never any Perfon thir- 
fted more after his Meat and Drink, than He, 
‘if it pleasd God, after a Releafe from the 
Body: Profefling withal, that he had de- 
ferv'd greater Afflittions from the Hands of 
God, thanthofe he had met with. 

I took an Occafion to fay; That he 
might indeed be the willinger to die, be- 
caufe he feem’d to have done the great 
Work that God had fent him into the 
World for. His Anfwer was, That he hoped 
he had net [pent his Time in Vain; and diel his 

ri- 
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Writings would be of Ufeto the Church of | 

God, and to Mankind. It was his Expref- 
fion (it feems) fome Years before this; 
That it was to hima very great Pleafure, to 
think that, when he was gone out of the World, 
be fhould ftill converfe with it by his Writings. 


~ As he added alfo farther at this time to my 


felf 5 That it was @ great Satisfattion to hint 
to confider that he was going to thofe, with 
whom he {hould be as well acquainted in a quar- 
ter of an Hour, asif he had known them many 
Years. And this was the Laft Time I had 


the Honour and Happinefs to fee him; be- 


ing much Pleas’d to leave him fo Hafy, 
and in fo Hopeful a way, asI thought, of 
Recovery. | 

But the Divine Forefight had not decreed 
his Stay here. His Weaknefs continued, 
and advanced upon him. Yet as a Wife 
Perfon, bothliving and dying, and to add 
now at laft to all the reft of his Pious and 
Prudent Reflections, he faid this to his 
Friend towards the End of: his Sicknefs 5

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For this feems to be a very tender lubricous 
Point; wherein we fhall feem to admit, ei- 
ther that Infinite Perfection wantsfomething, 
or elfe defires nothing: For what is de- 
fir’d is a Grateful good to that which de- 
fires it. But now we know that Eterzal, 
 Immenfe, Un-felf-interefted Goodne/s, that his 
Will or Defire was, that the Creation fhould 
_be.as foon as it was Capable thereof. And 


_ now his Willor Defire is, that it fhould be 


Happy as well as himfelf is; though not in 
- that Meafure; which is Impoffible, and 
therefore no Objeét of His Defire. But the 


Capable Happinefs of the Creature is a Good - 


which is the Obje& of God’s Will.or Defire. 


And tho’ he was Jnfinitely Happy inhimfelf - 


before any Creature was, and is fo ftill; 
yet this Happine/s of the Creature being the 
Objeé& of his ux-felf-intereffed Goodnefs, or 
— Will, or Divine Appetite (as may fo {peak ) 
how can this Good choofe, when it is effe- 
ted, but gratify his un-felf-interefted Defire, 
or Wil; and therefore in that Regard be 


truly His Good, as moft certainly it is ours? - 


Wherefore, if to ferve God for his good, 


- fignify for the good he defires to be effe- - 


ced, and is pleafed thereby ; there is nei- 
ther Profauene/s nor, Blafphemy ‘in the Opins- 
on. Butif it fignify any Want in Him, 
faving the fulfilling His Defire, that others 
may be Happy as well as himfelf; then in- 
deed it is Bla/phemous and Profane, 1 think. 
But I only propofe thefe things to your 
Judgment. And certainly -it would be a 


ftronger Obligation.for Men to ferve God~

that He is pleafed and gratified thereby, 


thanif there be no fuch pledfing and gra- 


tifying God by our due and right ferving 


of Him.

we love God asan sAmiable and Lovely Ob- 
jet, by reafon of the Pulchritude of his 
_Perfeftions, and tranfcendent Bevignity of 
his WVzture; Who himfelié is that Free, Ej- 
Sential,Un-felf-interefied Love, which we may 
be fure He is, all the Bounty he beitows on 
the Creature contributing nothing to his 
Happinefs ; and whom, I conceive, we may 
report, notto love himfelf as himfelf, but 
as heisthat Abfolute, Perfetti, Free Benige 
mity and Goodnefs. This is the Life of God, 
which we are moft concerned to have ré- 
prefented to us: By br€athing after which, 
we hecome at laft Partakers of the Divine 
‘Nature. But whatfover is refolvible into 
Self-love, isof the Animal Nature, and not 
‘of God. Thefe two Principles are, 1 con- 
ceive, in the Regenerate as Diftinguifhable as 
Light and Darknefs, Sweet and Soure, 
Strait and Crooked to the Natural Senfe: 
And the Root of the oe, is in the Spirit of 


God; and the Root of the other,in the Spirit of — 


thw World that rules in the Unregenerate. 
But to confider your Afertion more pref- 
ly and clofely; That Self-love is the very 
Principle of all Love, even of thatto God khim- 
felf: This makes our Love to God_ lefs 
Noble than that Love in the Friend{hip of 


Virtuows Men; who love one another with- 


out any refpeét to Urility, but only upon 

the Account of the Loveline/s of their Vir- 

tues; which even the very Heathen have 

 profeffed. And for our Love to God, give 

-me leave to put a Cafe to your own Senfe, 

or Confcience: Stppofe God should one 
eT Pee eat 
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alt the World refolvedly, but as refolved- 
ly fave you; How would you find your 
felf affected towards Him? (Where Self- 
Love is gratify’ to the purpofe.) How 
Lovely, Aniable, and Benign would God ap- 


sear to you then? Would your Love and — 


evotion be the fame to Him, as if he had 
done like an Infinite good God, and extended 
his Goodnefs to all that made not them- 
felves unfit Objects of it by their obftinate 
Perverfenefs ? Whatever more Love then 
and Devotion, would appear in this Jatter 
Cafe than in the former, cannot be attribu- 
ted to Self-love but to a better and nobler 
Principle. So that al Love is not refol- 
vible into Se/f-love: But there is a Love of 
God for his Lovelinefsin himfelf, and uni- 
verfal Beneficence to the whole Creation; of 
which every particular Soul is fo fmall a 
Part, that it is not only lefs Pious, but 
feems even Ridiculous, that the Re/pett to it 
felf fhould be the. fole Bottom of that Love 
and Devotion it-is toexert towards God. It 
feems as unnatural and forced a Conceit, to 
found all that Love we owe to God and the 
whole Creation upon Self-love, or to refolve 


it thereinto, as to attempt to cram the

that is fimply good anid lovely, and to be lov- 
ed_as fuch, without Regard to the Party 
that thus loves it; but ought to be loved 
of all, without Regard'to themfelves, but 
upon the Account that it is fo univerfally 
Good. Infomuch that if God fhould love 
all Jntellettual Beings, except ove that were 
at the fame time to be Damtied, for his 
exceffive and unparallell’d Wickednefs, and 
Contumacy againft God 3 it were yet an 
Immenfe Specimen of -his Goodnefs: And he 
were Infinitely Good ; and were fo'to be 
acknowledged, even by that Intellefual Crea- 
ture that was to be Damned; and ought 
to be Joved by it (though this wicked funk 
Condition makes it uncapable of fo fit a 


_ Duty) as wellas a true Propofition isto be 


affented to by him, whofe Dif-intereft it 
wete that it fhould be found true. Anda 
Man may as well fay, that there 1s no Rea/oz 
but what arifes from felf-interefted Under- 
franding, as no Love but what arifes fram 
Self-love. Theré is that which is abfolutely 


lovely, and to which Love, without any Self- _ 


regard, isdne 5 as well as there is that which 
is abfolutely true, and which every Under- 
 ftanding ought to’ fubfcribe to, if not fome 
-Defaultin it felf hinder. | | 
: And that Things and Perfons are lovely 

without Confideration to our own Utility, 
methinks is-further Evident, from that 
‘Pleafure and Content we take in the Hi- 
ftory of Worthy Perfons, and their excellent 

. Sead S23 Vir- 
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Virtues and famous Exploits in former A- 


ges, and in far remote Countries, without _ 


any Reflection upon any Intereft or Profit 
we have in their Virtues or Aétions; but 


we love them, and rejoice in their Memory, 


as abfolute Objetts of deferved Love, from 
thofe lovely Perfettions in them. ‘hefe 
things are not fo far removed out of the © 
Road of Human Mature, where it is not 
extremely Degenerated, but that they are 
eafily Difcernable. And where Cicero fays, 
that if Virtue could be feen with outward 
Eyes, mirabiles amores [ui excitaret 5 can.we 
underftand fuch Love as is grounded upon ~ 
Self-love 5 not rather fuch Love as ravifhes 
him out of himfelf, and tranfports him to 
the Objet ? | 

But to pafs by Reafon, and the Senfe of 
Philofophers, there are many Places of Scri- 
pture, which, I confefs, I cannot make good 
Senfe of, if there be zo Love -but that 
wiich is bottomed upon, or refolved into 
Self-love. 

That main Duty of every Chriftian, Thox 
fhalt love the Lord thy God with all thy Heart, 
and all thy Soul, and thy Neighbour as t 
felf, to me is not eafy Senfe, if Self-love 1s 
to be at the bottom, into which al Love, 


_asthe very Principle, is to be refolved. It 


is not here faid, Thou fhalt love thy Neighbour 
for thy felf; that is, for thy own fake : But 
Thou fhalt love him asthy felf,; thatis, with 


Yuch a kind of Love as thou loveft thy elf 


with. Now thou love/t thy felf for thy own 
Good; and wifheft well, and doft well is 
, | | ‘thy 
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thy felf for thine own fake; and thinkeft it ' 
not fit that thou, being a Man created inthe. 
image of God, fhouldeft be injured or neg- 
Je&ed : Thou being therefore bound to love 

thy Neighbour as thy felf, thou muft have . — 
the like Efteem for him, and wih him well, 

and do good to him for his own fake; elfe 

thou doft not love him as thy felf. But if 

thou loveft him, and wifhelt well to him’ 

for. his own fake, that is not then for thine 

own fake: And therefore there is a Love 

that is not refolvible into Self-love ; and a 

Field thereof there is, as far exceeding 

that of Self-love, asthe whole Creation, at 

leaft of InteHettual Beings, exceeds any one 
particular Jztellettual Creature. ° . 

But the formér part of this Precept is 

- alfo to be confidered 5 Thou fhalt love the 
_ Lord thy God with all thy Heart, and all thy 
Soul. Methinks it is fuch an Injun@ion, 
that takes a Man quite off from bimfelf 
and all Self-love. For how can I leve God 
with all my Heart, and all my Soul, if that 
Love be refolvible into the Love of my feif; 
and fubordinate toit. Propter quod unum- — 

quodq; eft tale, id magis eft tale. Suppofe 
then my Love to God how Ardent you 
will, my Love to my felf muft be much 

more Ardent. So that God is fo far from 
having our mhole Heart or Soul, that He 
does not fo much as go Halves with us. 
But it is manifeft, He requires the whole: 
Which is impoflible He fhould have, while 
-al] the Love we give Him is bottom’d up- 
on, or refolvible into the Love of our felves. 
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Wherefore it is Manifeft, we are entirely: 
and: abfolutely to love God firft, and to 
lowe our felves in reference to’ him, ‘as alfo 
the reft of our Fellow-Creatures: All which 
Love being in'reference to God, it hinders: 
not but that God is ftill loved with all our 
FHlearts'and Souls , and the Love of our felves, 
and of our Neighbour as our felves, is but the 
Fruit of Our entire Love to God; and we: 
fhall be fure then ro love our Neighbour as’ 
our felves, and fo asweought todo. This 
is the eafy Senf@ of this grand Precept of 
the Gofpel ;. to me: not Intelligible upon - 
any other account. If we love God with 
all our Hearts, there is no. Love left to our’ 
felves, but in reference to God. And what 
is left to ‘our elves, the fame is to our — 
Neighbour , that we are to love him in re- 
ference to God.

Love ‘of God, and Defign of redeeming

That he underftands perfect Self-love cafts- 
out Fears; which is rather the Source of all 
SFealoufie, Anxiety, and Diftraétion of Aind?

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God in him. ‘What can be here meant by 


[God i Love] but that He is that Efestial, 
Free, un-felf-iuterefted Goodnefs; and that 
while we continue in fuch a fee, un-/elf- 
interefted Benignity of Spirit, me are iz 
God, and God in ws; the Fruit of whofe 
Spirit thisis.? But what Senfe would this 
be; God is free, un-felf-interefted Love, 
and he that abides in felf-interefted Love, 
-Or Love whofe very Principle is Self-love, 
abideth in God, and God in him? No cer- 
tainly ; that Man rather abideth in him- 
felf, rooted and held Captive to his own 
felfifh Nature, and has not yet feez nor kvzown 

God,in St. .Fobn’s Senfe. — , 
And I muft confefs, I have oft with Plea- 
fure and Admiration confidered the Appo- 
fitenefs of that Expreffion of our Saviour in 
_ hisSermon on the Mount; Bleffed are the 
Pure in Heart, for they fhall fee God: As if 
the belt Speculum Divinitatis were placed 
there, for us to contemplate God in. But 
- it agrees excellently with this of St. Fohz, 
God is Love. And where is Love to be feen 
or perceived, but in the Heart? But what 
an Idol were that Love and that God, that 
isreprefented by a Love refolvible at laft 
into Self-love, asthe very Principle thereof ? 
But that Heart certainly is not yet pure, nor 
purged from inordinate Affe@tions, that is 
yet uncapable of any higher Love than 
this, a Love of God fubordinate to the Love 
of our felves ,; whenas all our Love ought 
~ to be fubordinate to the Love of God, 
otherwife our Paffions are inordinate : 
Saco) Which 
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Which therefore is a State of great Unrigh- 
teoufnefs inthe Soul, as this of ua-felf-in- 
terefted Love the greateft Rettitude of Spi 
vit that Human Nature is Capable of. And 
I believe that very Frame of Spirit at leaft 
chiefly intimated and aimed at, in that other 
Saying of our Saviour ; Bleffed are they that 
huager and thirft after Righteoufnefs : Which, 
I conceive, isa Hunger and Thirft after this 
Reflitude of Spirit for its own fake and 
Lovelinefs 5 the Appearance whereof ma- 
king the other felf-feeking Nature appear fo 
Deteftable and Ugly, that it will make 
the Soul infinitely impatient to be rid of 
the Company of fo deformed a Companion : 
I mean a Soul that is really Regenerate 5 fuch 
as is not berz of the Will of the Flefh, or of the 


Will of Adan, but of the Wikof God: That 
is, notof that Avimal Self-Will, or Seif-Love;. 


but of that free and un-elf-interefted Love, 
or Will of God. The Bottom of this New 
Birth isnot Self-defire,; but the Defire and 
Thirft after this free Reétitude of Spirit, 
that is releafed from all Selfwill and Self- 
feeking, and is wholly actuated and regu- 
Jated by the Will and Spirit of God; feek- 


_ ing nothing for its felf as felf, but the 


Glory of God, and the Good of the Crea- 
tion. So that there are really two Principles of 
Life in the truly Regenerate; the Spirit of 


God, and the Spirit of. this. World. And - 
therein we feel the Genuine Motions of the | 


Spérit of God :in that itdraws us from Selfifh- 
yefsin whatfoever Modeor Drefs, and dif- 


that 
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- that foul Principle, and fo'raifes in us that 
Thirft and Hunger after the Life of the Di- 
vine Principle, and as certain a Loathing of 
the Sight of the other. And here is the 
deepeft and moft pertinent Concern for 
‘Devotion and Prayer, for this Righteoufnefs 
we hunger and thirft after, and for the Af- 
fiftance of the Holy Spirit to perfe& Rege- 
nerationin us, that the old Leaven may be 


utterly purged out, and that all our Life | 


and Motion may be from that one . Prin- 
ciple in the New Birth. Thus it is im- 
poflible but that we. fhould heartily defire 
if we have once tafted of the Sweetnefs of 
that Divine Principle in us, that lovely 
Corrival, Sand Oppofite to the Selfifh Na- 
ture: Which by our own Strength being 


not able to attain to, we are even forced . 


to know to whom we muft make our ear- 
neft Addrefles; or rather, are drawn by 
Divine Power working in us to breath af- 


ter God and his Everlafting Righteoufnefs, 


with Groanings unutterable, as the Apoftle 
{peaks. And thts Operation is really and 


truly of God: But whatfoever is refolvible | 


into Self-love, may be nothing elfe but the 
Solicitude and AGtivity of mere Nature: 
And fo fome Men may feem to be more 
Crafty and Provident than others, rather 
than more Pious and Holy. That which is 
born of the Flefh, ts Flefh, and that which i: 
born of the Spirit, is Spirit; lecthe one look 
never fo trimly and goodly on’t, and the 
other never fo brokenly and contemptibly. 
Man naturally is inclinableto magnify ae 
Wee Gig rates, : elf, 
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felf, and fancy himfelf able to grafp all. 
within the Compafs of his Watural Faculties +. 
But in true Chriftianity, the Lord alone is ex-. 
alted inthat Day. Thisl am Certain is ac-: 
cording. to. the Tenor of the Go/pel ;- to. 
-whofe Condué it is fafer to give up our — 
felves, and keep to its Forms of Speech, 
than to be befool’d by the dry Conceits,) 
or pretended Reafonings of any -Mortals,. 
that cannot pretend to the extraordinary 
Guidance Chriff and his Apoftles had. Be- — 
lieve it, Chriftianity is another kind of thing, 
than fome Bold Wits would make it 3 and. 
is but a dead Husk, where the Affiftance 
of the Spirit is not both ackzowledged and. 
experienced. But thisis an Excurfion by the

_ Let me offer only one more Paflage out. “- 
of our Saviour’s Sermon on: the -Mount, 
where he bids; Love- your -Enemies, Ble/s 
them that curfe you, and do Good to them that. 
bate you 5 that you may be the Children of. your 
Father which is in Heaven, who caufes the 
Sun to rife onthe Evil and on the Good, and: 
rains on the Fut aud the Unjuft. Now it feems 
to me-a marvellous unnatural dzalyfe, to. 
refolve the Love of our Enemies into Self- 
love, or Love of our felves. The Hatred . 
indeed of themis evidently refolvible into 
that ;-\Which would be an Intimation to 
us, that the loving of them muft proceed 
from fome other Principle, and from fuch 
a Loveas is Contrary to Self-love; that is 
to fay, an un-felf-intereffed Love: Efpecial- 
ty when we are faid thereby to do-as be- 

HAR . COMES. 
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comes the Children of God, who is that E/- 
fential, Free, un-felf-interefted Goodnefs, that 
‘promifcuoufly fhowers down his Bounty on 
the Creation, without feeking any Utility 
to himfelf therefrom. Indeed a Man may 
do a Good turn to his Enemy, out of a 
crafty Defign to buy him off, and make 
hima Friend; and this may very well be 
outof Self-love. But the Senfe of our Sa- 
viour’s Precept feems plainly to be this; 
That we are firft really to love our Euemtes, 
and then to demonftrate that Love, by doing 
themG avd, not to love them iz Word orProfef- 
fion, but 17 Deed and in Truth. This, though 
it may feem Impoflible to the Natural 
Man; yet it is Impoffible but it fhould be 
in the Regenerate Man, when Regeneration 
has had its due Work, by reafon of that 
Divine Principle in him contrary to Self- 
love. And this was eminently feen in our 
Saviour, who prayed for his Enemies who 
were crucifying him: Whom to fancy to 
pray for them out of Self-love, were a Con- 
ceit, | know not whether to term it more 
Ridiculous or Blafphemous. And without all 
queftion, we are called to the fame Spi- 
rit that was in Chriff Fefis, to love our E- 
nemies ; even fuch as would martyr us, maul 


us, and murther us: For Christ even di- — 


‘ed for them that did fo to him, leaving 
us an Example, thar we fhould really and 
fincerely love our Enemies: Which, as | 
faid, cannotarife out of Self-lcve, but out 
of a free, un-felf-interefted Benignity of 
Spirit, the Image of God and Chrift in 
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us; that Divine Nature we are called to 
partake of under the Difpenfation of the 
Gofpel. ; | 

Add unto all this, the Examples of that — 
Heroical Ardor in Mofes and St. Paul, in the 
Behalf of the Pedple of the Yews; the Oze 
being willing to have his own Name blot- 


ted out of the Book of Life, rather than 


the Sins of the People fhould not be for- 


‘given; the Other, to be accurfed from 


Chrift, upon condition they might be coan- 
verted to him: Which, I muft confefs, I do 
not know how to refolve into that ftrait- 
laced Principle of Self-love. 

I fhall conclude all with the mention of 


‘that Divine Grace of Charity, which St. Paul 


makes fo Hyperbolically tranfcendent a Way, 
fo Seraphical a Virtue, that he prefers it be- 
fore the Language of Angels, before all 
Knowledge of Prophefies and Myfteries, all the 
Power of Miracles, even to the removing of 
Mountains ; and to be fo Sxblime a Difpen- 
fation, that though one give all his Goods to the 
Poor, and his Body to be burnt, yet he may 
fall fhort of it. Can we think that this is 
a felf-feeking Charity, ora Love that has for 
its very Principle the Love of a Man’s felf? . 
Is that fuch a Serapbical State, to love God 
or our Neighbour for our felves ; that none 
of thofe great things there mentioned, are 
to be Compared to it, but are to be held 
as nothing in Comparifon of it? For that 


Love, be it of what it will, that is found- 


ed on ‘Self-tove, is but Natural or Animal 


Love, not D.vine 5 and yet fome of thofe 


things 
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things above fpecify’d are Supernatural. How 


then can this tranfcendent Grace of Chari 
be lodged fo low as in Self-love? Orif it 
be fo; How can the Apoftle undertake for 
it, that it being refolved into Self-love, it 
will not feek its own ; that it will not aeers- 
peu'sdury do any thing fcurvily, or unworthily ; 
that it will not be puffed up, and felled, and 
heaved (Self-love being atthe bottom) even 
toa Wild and Blafphemous Exthufiafm, and 
to the flinging off both the Perfon of Chrift 
and his Gofpel, to magnify themfelves: And 
laftly, that 1t will not e’quuore'y, do any thing 
unfeemly or unbecomingly ; whenas there can- 
not be any thing more rude and uncomely, 
than for me to fubordinate the Love ofGod, 
and of the whole Creation, to my felf; as 
if 1 was fuch a Precious Paragon, as that all 
Lovelinefs I.could own in God, were refle- 
éted to me from his loving me; nor could 
feem lovely tome, but in reference to my 
felf, or the Loveof my felf. Nothing me- 
thinks is more monftroufly unfeemly in 
ill Manners, than this Carriage of ours to- 
wards God; though it’s Probable, a meer 
Natural Man may never be aware of the 
Grofnefs, orthe Rufticity. 

Thefe, in brief, are the Reafons that oc- 
curred to my Mind, as I had Leifure to 


think on this Matter, whereby I might hope. 


to convince you; That Self-love is not the 
very Principle of all Love whatfoever, to God 
or Adan: But that there may bea more Di- 
vine Principle ingrafted in us, which I can- 
net call bya better or more Compendious 

RU aN Name 
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Name than.an un-/elf-intereffed Love: Which 


_ Llook on as the Chiefeft Fruit of the Spirit 


of God; and which’ ftrengthens us againft 
that other Se/fijb Principle abetted by the 


« Spirit of this World. 


There is a Fear of God, and there is a 
Mercenary Love of God; and thefe indeed 
are refolvible into Self-love: And the Seri-— 
pture oftentae pies it felf to this Principle, 
to hale us out of the Hurry and Dirt of this 
World, by forcible Arguments upon thofe 
Paffions. But there is intimated a far mere 
tranfcendent Way, as St. Paul calls it. And 
eertainly Regeneration, and the Spirit of God; 
and the Participation of the Divine Nature, 
the Life of God, and Renewment into the I- 
mage of Chriftf, are Intimations of a more 
Noble Condition of Mind, than of Fear or 
Mercinarinefs. But I will not be over-tedi- 
ous to you. | A oy

lies here; Whether by Self-love you mean 
the loving of one’s felf a felf; which was 
the Main thing to be fettled. Fora Man in 


Joving the whole Creation of God, does 


confequently love himfelf; but not as felf, 
but as Part of that Creation. Whence it is 
Manifeft, that loving one’s felf as felf, is 
not as Neceflary to us as Shining is to the 
Sun, or Burning is to the Fire: But our 
Love to our felves may hold of a more Noble 
Tenure. Nor is the Queftion, Whether 
Self-love be Vitious; but whether there be 
no Love unbottomed on Self-love? Fora 
Man, as a Reafouable Creature, (which you 
take notice he is in this Seftion) cannot love 
himfelf « felf: Forrhat is a Blind andIn- 
fignificant thing to-Reafox; andis rather an 
Obftinate Humour, or Brutifh Inftin@: But 
heis to love himfelf, that is, to wifh well to 
himfelf, upon fome other more Rational Ac- 
counts, and Deducible from an Higher Prin- .

. finitely more than himfelf, if they be infi- 
nitely more Lovely than himfelf. Nay, he 
would zeceffarily do it, if his Inclinations be 
ordered by Reafon. And therefore there 


being fuch high attraing ExceWencies of 
Objeéts without a Man’s felf, there is no . 


fuch need of Seélf-love to add any Superpon- 
dium to their own proper Force ; but of 
themfelves they will mirabiles amores [ui ex 
citare, let them be found where they will:

is indeed a very weighty Paffage: And 
tis worthy our Confidering, firft, How 
fteady a Principle this of Self-love is 5 and 
then, fecondly, Where the true fteady Prin- 
ciple is indeed to be found. Now as for 
Self-love, which is as it were the Center of 
the Animal Life; it is that old flippery, 
guileful Serpent, on which there can be 
no Truft nor Stay ; but’twill find -a Million ~ 


of Tergiverfations and wilely Reafonings 


to excufe a Man from his Duty, and to 
cloud him in all his Ways; nor will thi 
Principle ever rid him from the raoft intri- 
cate Hypocrifie that can be imagined. There — 
will. be Doublings upon Doublings to

rather than it will endure Self-denial and 
Suffering in whatever kind of any Con- 
fequence.

And there- 
fore when Self-love feeks or asks the En- 
joyment of fuch a Being, fhe asks fhe knows 
not what (as it was faid in the Cafe of Ze- 
bedee’s Children) and would fubordinate 
this her Higheft pretended End to the 
Accomplifhment, if fhe: could, of her own 
Self-defire: Which the Soul touched with 
the Divine Love does not, nor does affed 
to do. But knowing her Happinefs does 
confit in the Enjoyment of God, fhe knows 
withal, that it is the Enjoyment of a free.

Power, that Principle of a free, un-felf-inte- 
refted Love, may be the more firmly efta- 
blifhed in her. Whence it is a plain Con- 
tradiétion, to fay fhe fubordinates the En- 
joyment of God to her felf and her own 
Will and Defire, when fhe acknowledges 
no other Enjoyment of God, but bya Com- 
munication Of Love and Benignity perfectly 
un-felf-interefted. And indeed, whofoever 
loves God as the Maker of, the World, 


and great Benefactor to every Creature; 


it is manifeft, that not the Thoufandth 
Part of that Love is bottomed on Self-lve: 
Nor’does it want fo Metaphyfical a Wit 
to diftinguifh the Proportion, and even 
Vulgar Capacities are capable of the Con- 
fideration. ae 

. As for that which is at the Clofe of this 
long Section, I freely confefs, that it is no 
greater Affront to God, to love him for 
being Good to ws, than to be Grateful ; 


and that neither of them are fimply an © 


Affrowe. But if we neither have, nor ex- 
prefs any Love, but only on the Score of 
his doing Good to w, when we have fuch 
an Infinite Number of Relations, . or Fellow- 
Creatures, to which he does Good; ‘This 
Service, I believe, will appear very lame 
and ungrateful ; it fo diftin&ly infinuating, 
Boh Ts Cae that 
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that faving that we love- our own Inte- 
reft, God would be wholly ~neglected by 
us, however Perfect he is in himfelf, or 
Good to Others, And therefore. the Grate- 


fulnefs of fuch Men cannot. but be ungrate- 


‘ful to God, and diftafteful;it having fo 
rancid a Smack of Selfifhnefs, and nothing 
elfe: And their loudelt Thaxk/¢ivings would 
be but the empty WNoife of founding Brafs, 
or tinkling Cymbals. But that un-felf-intere- 
fied Love whereby a Man loves God and 
the whole Creation, ne¢eflarily contains 
in it the Love of a AZan’s felf; though not 
@ felf; and therefore the Duty of Gratitude 
for his particular Share of Enjoyments: © 
Which it is his Duty.to chufe more, par- 
ticularly upon Occafion, and; more con- — 
cernedly ; Himfelf being more particularly . 
concredited to his own Care and Jruf: 
But he that cares not for God, but only in 
reference to bim/felf, let his Thankfulnefs be 
never fa goodly, it js but Aypeeritical ; 
and he does really fubordinate God to him- 
felf, whichis a kind of Idolatry.

Where- 
fore certainly God, the moft Excellent of 
Beings, did never ftcop to fo low and pro- 
mifcuous a Tenor, as to love himfelf # 
felf, right or wrong, vile or pretious; but 
as he is fo Excelent a Nature as to be that. 
eternal, infiaite and un-felf-interefied Good- 
zefs. mele, 

The fecovd thing you objeé& is; That 
though God, in the making of the World, and 
in ‘a ather Acts of his Beneficence, is un-felf- 
interefted, aud fo atts out of un-felf-interefted 
Love to the Creature; yet that is no Example 
for us, nor Engagement upon us to affect an 
ua-felf-interefted Loves becaufe God wanted 
nothing, and therefore could have no Occafton 
to ai out af Self-love, or for any External Ad- 
vantage to Himfelf. But 1 anfwer, That 
though our Nature be fuch, that we want 
things, yet there is no Neceffity, or Liber- 
ty, thence givenus of endeavouring to get 
them merely for our felves, guatenys felves;

But if this will be 
pot off, by faying it was not in that mea-
